A new one-of-a-kind 
palliative care facility in 
Alberta is going to be 
built in Didsbury. 

Isabella Homes is 
teaming up with archi¬ 
tect Rick Belbi on the 
300-bed facility that 
will be located on 21st 
Avenue between 20th 
Street and 21st Street 
said town officials. 

The site was previ¬ 
ously slated for develop¬ 
ment of condominiums. 

The centre will fea¬ 
ture two operating 
rooms, be four storeys 
tall and bring 300 jobs 
to the community, said 
Roy Brown, the Town of 
Didsbury’s chief admin¬ 
istrative officer. 

“It’s the largest 
employment generator 
in Didsbury and prob¬ 
ably throughout the 
region,” said Brown. “It’s 
a huge benefit for the 
area. It’s something we 
can be really proud of.” 

Brown said town 
officials had been 
negotiating with the 
Ontario-based compa¬ 
ny for about the past 
six months to bring the 
facility to town. 

A formal announce¬ 
ment about the facil¬ 
ity was to take place at 
7 p.m. Sept. 22 at the 
Multi-purpose room at 
the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex, after the 
Review went to press. 

“This development 
will be one of a kind 
in Alberta that will 
shape Didsbury’s future 
for years to come," 
Didsbury officials said 
in a statement released 
last week.

Town clarifies 
garbage policy

Town council clarified Didsbury’s garbage policy 
during its Sept. 9 meeting to provide rollout bins and 
curbside recycling to most town residents. 

A committee of council studying service levels pro¬ 
posed to council two different options for service. 
Town staff reconunended - and council members 
ratified - that the town provide rollout bins to all 
residences with four units or less on a single parcel 
of land. All those buildings would receive the rollout 
bins plus curbside recycling. All eligible buildings 
would be charged the standard cost. Additional ser¬ 
vices could be purchased for an added cost 

Multi-family dwellings with more than four units, 
which are ineligible for town service, would be able 
to contract a service of their choice. To accommo¬ 
date the changes, the new policy won’t take effect 
until Jan. 1, 2015. 

The new policy will ban illegal dumping. Sharing 
of bins bet ween households would also be banned. 

While some people may be concerned at the clut¬ 
tered nature of all the bins out at the same time at the 
fourplexes on 23 Street, Christofer Atchison, coordi- 
nator of legislative services with the town, wrote in 
a briefing note to council that residents living in the 
front half of the fourplexes should roll their bins out 
at the front of the buildings, while residents in the 
back should roll their bins out at the back. 

Most councillors expressed agreement with the 
policy. 

“1 just think that if we go with rollout carts that 
would be beneficial," Coun. Joyce McCoy said. 

“I would really like the communication on this to 
be strong,” added Coun. Gail Nowlan

Confronting town officials directly is better 


It seems that today’s day 
and age sees many people voic¬ 
ing their opinions over issues 
through social media (e.g. 
Facebook, Twitter, etc.) in an 
effort to influence change or to 
bolster support in one way or 
another. Sometimes it’s success¬ 
ful, such as the case of Calgary’s 
Mayor Naheed Nenshi who 
gained a significant amount of 
support in his 2010 election cam¬ 
paign through his savvy use of his 
Facebook and Twitter accounts 
to promote his platform and 
engage voters. 

The Town of Didsbury has a 
Facebook account, as do many 
other municipalities, as social 
media is a tool towns can use 
to inform the public (those who 
use Facebook) in real time on a 
variety of issues and initiatives. 
Facebook is also the vehicle that 
visitors to the Town of Didsbury 
site can use to post an opinion, 


find their lost pet, extend thanks, 
ask a question and more. 

More often than not, the 
Town gets more negative 
response from visitors to its 
Facebook page (than positive) 
in the forms of random posts or 
retorts. Some are by individuals 
criticizing the Town and its vari¬ 
ous functional groups whereas 
others are just good questions 
or respectable constructive criti¬ 
cism. However, many are poorly 
writt en rants authored by a very 
small number of the voting demo¬ 
graphic who use Facebook to 
deliver their message. Judging 
by the extremely low number 
of “likes’’ and “comments" that 
occasionally follow these rants by 
the authors’ fans, these messages 
are either not taken seriously by 
other Facebook users, or users 
choose to support the particular 
view being taken without identi¬ 
fying themselves - it’s really hard 


to tell just how much support 
they really have. In any event, 
there are usually more responses 
to a post announcing a lost family 
pet than there are to the people 
posting tirades about matters 
alluding to poor governance, 
overzealous spending or incom¬ 
petent management. 

I suggest that, instead of soap- 
boxing on the Town’s Facebook 
page just to make a point, residents 
could complement their social 
media efforts by engaging and chal¬ 
lenging the people that have the 
accountability and responsibility 
to address the issues - our elected 
town councillors and our mayor. 
This can be accomplished in a 
number of ways such as attending 
a council meeting, contacting them 
directly through the Town office, 
or by email - or perhaps even on 
Facebook.

Pursuant to Section 47(1) of the Local Authorities Election Act a person is eligible to vote in an 
election if he/she: 

A) is at least 18 years old, 

B) is a Canadian citizen, and 

C) has resided in Alberta for the 6 consecutive months immediately preceding election day 
and is resident in the area on election day. 

A poll may be demanded in the Town of Didsbury by electors equal in number to at least: 

A) in the case of a municipality other than a summer village, by electors of the municipality 
equal in number to at least 10% of the population and 

B) in the case of a summer village, by 10% of the electors of the summer village in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of Section 223 of the Municipal Government Act and in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of Section 251 of the Municipal Government Act. 

The petition for a vote must be received by the Chief Administrative Officer within 15 days of the 
last publication of this notice and shall contain on each page "an accurate and identical statement 
of the purpose of the petition". (Further requirements of the petition are provided in the Section 
224 of the Municipal Government Act.)
